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Tiiebe  are  few  thing*  which  mark  a  people's 
civilization  more  dearly  or  oorreotly  than  iu 
rdada.  The  wild  Indian  or  African  move*  from 
one  place  to  another  by  tedious  and  poorly  marked 
pallia,  ofteuer  without  any  ;  while  in  a  civiliaed 
country,  road*  straight,  well  built,  and  of  easy 
grade,  rapidly  oonvey  the  traveler  to  hi*  destina¬ 
tion.  Road*  are  not  often  referred  to  iu  the 
earlier  day*  of  the  world’*  history  ;  but  we  kuow 
that  a  few  main  line*  existed,  running  East  and 
West,  by  which  the  Persian  and  Assyrian  mon¬ 
arch*  led  their  ariniea  to  Greece,  Palestine  or 
Egypt.  They  must  have  been  poor,  however, 
for  many  mouth*  were  oon*uuied  on  marches, 
Which  Cn6  Humans,  m  inctr  pnnw,  roaut?  m  rowrr 
week*.  The  Israelite*,  soon  after  their  settlement 
in  Palestine,  made  road*  leading  to  the  Cities  of 
Refuge,  a*  well  a*  a  few  other  high  way*.  Iu  the 
great  disorder  existing  during  the  times  of  the 
J  udges,  these  fell  into  such  a  bad  oouditiou  that 
they  were  “  unoccupied,”  as  we  learn  from  the 
Song  of  Deborah,  about  18*X)  U.C.

But  the  Romans  were  the  first  nation  to  ex¬ 
hibit  an  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  roue  a, 
and  skill  in  their  construction ;  particularly  from 
the  time  of  Julius  Cssar.  That  wonderful  mau 
was  not  only  great  as  an  ormtot,  a  general,  and  a 
statesman,  but  aa  a  practical  engiueer  aud  builder. 

“  From  his  time,  roads  were  opened  with  vaat 
expenditure  9f  labor,  through  the  proviuoee  that 
the  Romans  captured,  and  linee  of  communica¬ 
tion  maintained  through  Southern  and  Western 
Euro|>e,  extending  through  portions  of  Afrioa 
and  Asia.  The  islands  of  the  Mediterranean  were 
crossed  by  their  roads ;  and  in  England,  a  main 
tine  led  through  the  oonntry  North  and  South, 
and  another  from  East  to  West.  No  pains  were 
spared  in  giving  to  tbeee  works  a  permanent 
character;  and  the  thorough  manner  of  their 
construction,  not  surpassed  by  the  roads  of  modern 
time*,  is  proof  of  their  extraordinary  engineer¬ 
ing  skill  in  this  department”  The  study  of 
the  old  Roman  roads,  many  remains  of  which 
still  exist,  is  deeply  interesting  and  useful  to  the 
modern  engineer ;  aud  aa  in  law  and  military 
affairs,  the  world  of  the  preeeift  day  owes  much 
to  those  old  Romans,  so  it  is  no  less  indebted  U> 
them  for  the  srt  of  road  and  bridge  building. 

Bat  wbea  they  left  Britain,  the  road*  were  ne¬ 
glected,  and  no  uew  ones  built,  and  for  centuries 
the  people  used  only  foot  or  bridle  path*  for  in¬ 
tercommunication.  In  17113,  the  roads  were  so 
poor  that  only  ooe  stage  coach  ran  between  Lon¬ 
don  and  Edinburgh,  making  the  journey  from  one 
place  to  the  other,  a  distance  of  350  miles,  in 
two  weeks.  Bat  sinee  the  manufacturing  re¬ 
sources  of  the  country  have  been  brought  into 
action.  Great  Britain  has  become  celebrated  for 
the  number  and  excellence  of  her  roads. 

In  this  country,  the  early  construction  by  our 
Government,  of  tbe  great  N  ational  Road,  through 
Wheeling  and  Cincinnati  to  St.  Louis,  proved  of 
great  importance  in  transporting  mails,  govern¬ 
ment  troops  and  stores,  and  in  encouraging  emi¬ 
gration  to  the  West.  Until  comparatively  late 
years  roads  were  built  by  government ;  the  first 
turnpike  act  in  England  was  passed  in  the  reign 
of  Charles  II. ;  since  that  time  most  of  the  im¬ 
portant  roads  both  in  Englsnd  and  America  have 
been  built  by  “Turnpike  Companies.”  Their 
day,  however,  in  this  country,  seems  to  be  declin¬ 
ing;  their  roads  and  bridges  are  falling  into  tbe 
possession  of  counties  and  towns,  wtioae  officers 
must  provide  good  means  of  communication  for 
t  ie  citizens.  In  this  county  a  Hoard  has  been 
organized  by  the  Legislature,  called  the  Essex 
Road  Board,  whioh  possesses  power  of  an  an 
nsnal  character  and  degree,  enabling  it  to  lay  out 
avenues  and  roads,  and  provide  for  their  con¬ 
struction.  Their  work  requires  more  thqn  a  brief 
notice,  such  as  can  be  given  at  this  time ;  it  is 
but  just,  however,  to  say  that  although  objection 
has  been  made  to  their  proceedings,  on  some  part 
of  ever/  road  they  have  begun,  yet  this  was  to 
bo  exacted,  and  ia  not  of  itself  an  argument 
against  their  course.  They  have  been  laying  out 
a  system  of  roads  for  the  county ;  their  work 
should,  therefore,  be  examined,  first,  as  a  whole, 
and  afterwards  in  it*  several  parts.  Where  such 
large  sums  of  money  are  expended,  a  careful 
scrutiny  should  be  obeerved  by  the  citizens,  but 
it  should  net  be  selfish,  diacourteoas,  or  uqjaat. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  our  township  roads,  and 
the  action  of  tbe'Township  Committee  in  making 
and  repairing  them. 

We  propose  to  discuss,  in  ftlture  numbers,  the 
method*  of  constructing  roads,  particularly  those 
of  Me  Adam  and  Telford;  the  work  of  the  Eases 
Road  Board,  and  our  own  roads  and  streets.  We 
look,  also,  for  communication*  on  this  subject. 
Indeed  we  hate  an  interesting  instalment  already 
drum  one  of  oar  most  thoughtful  and  observing 
towustneo.  I —

Away  to  the  cars  again, 
and  such  a  happy  company,  hpnnd  for  home, 
“Singing  as  they  go,”  arriving  at  Bloomfield  at 
five  o'clock,  -without  a  single  mishap  or  the 
slightest  incident  to  mar  the  pleasure  of  th*  day. 

While  returning,  there  was  a  general  demand 
for  an  expression  of  thank*  to  Hume  who  had 
contributed  so  much  for  the  benefit  of  the  school. 
After  remarks  by  s  number,  and  a  display  of  a 
great  deal  of  enthiiria*in,  resolutions  of  thanks 
were  adopted  and  tendered  to  Julias  If.

Tna  allusion,  in  the  last  number  of  the  G  axbttb, 
to  the  Colored  Sunday  School,’  brings  to  mind  it* 
history,  and  tho  band  of  faithful  workers  who 
have  at  various  time*  latiored  for  its  welfare. 

It  was  first  organized,  so  far  os  the  memory  of 
,  your  correspondent  serves,  some  ten  or  twelve 
years  ago,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Hyde,  in  what  was  then 
“Union  Hall,”  but  now  “  Kncleian  Hall,”  over 
the  store  of  Mr.  Edward  Wild*.  It  was  tic  gun 
as  a  union  work  of  all  the  Evangelical  Churches 
of  our  village,  hence  its  name,  “  Union  Suntfay 
School." 

Rev.  Mr.  Hyde  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  John 
Gould  and  he  by  Mr.  Edward  Wight,  both  of 
whom  served  very  efficiently,  though  for  short 
term*,  After  this,  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Daria,  Jr., 
was  for  several  years  it*  faithful  and  .  steadfast 
Superintendent.  By  his  nnwearied  labor*  in 
season  snd  ont  of  season,  he  has  won  for  him 
self  a  warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  our  colored 
people.  He  resigned  in  January  last,  when  Mr. 
F.  R.  Batchelder  was  elected  to  the  vacant  poet, 
under  whose  administration  it  is  now  thriving. 

Spiritual  blessings  have  within  th*  past  year 
rested  u|hiu  it,  and  several  nonversaions  have 
gladdened  the  hearts  of  the  Superintendent  and 
teacher*  We  oommeod  it  to  th*  sympathies  of 
our  Christian  people  and  suggest  that  it  would 
ba  worth  their  while  to  pay  it  a  visit 

It  is  to  he  regretted  that  no  written  record  of 
it*  earlier  history  was  kept  *.

New  Jersey  Urease  Law 

Bt  A  ot  of  Legislature  approved  April  4th,  187S, 
it  U  required  that  all  peraon*  aelliug  any  “  ale, 
strong  beer,  largar-bker,  porter,  wine,  or  other 
inalt  liquora,”  in  auantilies  less  than  a  quart  of 
the  same,  aad  whioh  is  drank  on  the  premise* 
where  fold,  shall  obtain  a  lloetise  from  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  th*  oounty,  or  other  au- 
thoritie*  now  having  power  to  grant  lies -use. 

Application  In  writing  la  to  be  made  by  the 
applicant,  stating  the  kind  or  kinda  of  uialt 
honors  be  propose*  to  sell,  th*  plaoe  or  township 
where  he  proposes  to  locate  his  plaoe  of  business, 
to  be  signed  by  ten  freeholders  who  havg  not 
signed  another  petition,  who  shall  recommend 
him  aa  a  sober  and  honest  man,  with  affidavit  of 
applicant  that  said  persons  recommending  him 
are  freeholders,  aud  tnat  he  wiU  keep  a  quiet  and 
orderly  house  according  to  law.  Such  applicant 
must  enter  Into  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  with  two  sureties,  freeholders,  in  sums  of 
fifty  dollars  each,  with  condition  that  the  appli¬ 
cant  will  not  keep  a  disorderly  house,  nor  violate 
the  provisions  of  this  or  other  laws  against  en¬ 
couraging  and  harboring  drunken  iieraoua,  va¬ 
grants,  etc.,  etc. 

The  application  for  lb  ense  shall  be  made  on 
tho  first  day  of  the  session  of  the  Court;  shall 
oontinue  in  force  for  one  year ;  can  he  used  iu  no 
other  place  except  in  which  first  kept,  and  shall 
be  void  os  to  other  places  and  persons.  The 
Coart  shall  assess  each  persoit  so  Hocused  not  lee* 
than  ten,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

By  the  12th  section,  telling  without  a  license 
under  the  quantity  of  less  than  one  quart,  “  if  the 
sumo  is  drank  in,  on  or  about  the  premise*  where 
sold,’’  makes  tho  offender  liable  for  each  offense  to 
a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  any 
jierson  who  shall  sue  for  the  same  In  any  oonrt 
of  record  having  cognisance  of  that  sum,  one-half 
to  the  proeecutor,  the  other  half  to  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  of  the  ooonty  ;  and  by  the  18th  seetion,  in 
addition  to  the  above  penalty,  any  person  selling 
without  license,  or,  haviug  a  iioenae,  selling  on 
Sunday*  “  shall  be  held  as  keeper  or  keepers  of 
disorderly  houses,  and  upon  conviction,  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  like  pains  and  penalties  as  are  now  im¬ 
posed  by  law  on  keepers  of  gambling  houses, 
bouses  of  prostitution,  and  other  common  uni- 1 
■aanoea." 

By  tbe  14th  section,  the  provisions  of  the  act 
do  not  apply  to  any  township,  city  or  incorpo¬ 
rated  town  in  which  laws  are  in  force  regulating 
the  sale  of  any  of  the  above-mentioned  liquors. 

The  act  took  effect  the  4th  of  July.
